of not guilty to the charge of mur- 
dering his sweetheart, Freda Lesser, 
when he is arraigned before Judge 
Crall in Department Seventeen on 
Tuesday morning. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by John 
L. Richardson, New’s attorney, fol- 
lowing a sudden shift of tactics by 
the District Attorney's office, when 
a hastily convened grand jury re- 
turned an indictment charging New 
with the crime. 

This latest development changed 
the complexion ot the case in that 
it will eliminate 
hearing originally scheduled for to- 
morrow morning before Justice Hin- 
shaw, and will have the effect of 
withholding the prosecution's side 
until New is placed on trial. 

“It is to be regretted that we were 
not allowed the opportunity of 
questioning the State’s witnesses. Of 
course, we have nothing to hide, 
and we were looking forward to the 
preliminary with the hope of bring- 
jing out the material upon 
which the prosecution bases 
charge of murder. In view of this 
change, we will have to alter our 
plans somewhat. New, however, 
will plead not guilty, providing the 
indictment is presented in proper 
form,” Mr. Richardson said. 


CHANGE PLAN, NOT DEFENSE. 

From the point of view of the de- 
fense, the voting of the indictment 
will have the effect of changing the 


plan of presentation of the action 
rather than the defense itself, Mr. 
Richardson said. The vital points 
of the defense itself will not be 
changed in the least, he added. 
This development also disclosed 
the possibility that the grand jury’s 
indictment may be attacked by the 
defense attorney, in the event that 
its form or subject matter is not in 
accordance with the law and the 
facts in the case. The attack is pos- 
sible on the grounds that the indict- 
ment is insufficient, is in a wrong 
form or does not constitute a proper 
indictment of Harry New. The 
copy of the indictment will not be 
served upon New until he is brought 
before the judge for arraignment. 
Miss Hazel Pritchard, part owner 
of the Topanga Camp and an em- 
ployee in Mr. Richardson’s office, 
whose statement that she danced 
with New at the camp about 10 
o'clock on the night of the tragedy 
has added new possibilities to the 
important details of the case, was 
so unnerved by the strain brought 
about by the latest developments 
that she was unable to be at her 
office yesterday. She was ill at 
home, according to the statement of 
Mr. Richardson. 
statement was corroborated by Mu- 
ler A. Cooper, manager of the camp. 
“We are investigating every angle 
of the case, but cannot, at this time, 
disclose what the investigations are 
developing,” Attorney Richardson 
said yesterday. The true story of 
the fateful night and all the events 
prior and subsequent to the death 
the young woman will be brought ou 


The county grand jury Wag con- 
vened upon call of Dist.-Atty.

A. F. Wagner, county autopsy sur- 
geon, who og yom an autopsy up- 
on the body r: Deteo- 
tives Herman e and D. A. David- 
son, who have been gathering in- 
formation for the prosecution, and 
Hannah Minnis. 

The indictment was returned be- 
fore Judge Willis, sitting as presid- 
ing judge, and the case was trans- 
ferred to Department Seventeen up- 
on the request of Deputy District At- 
torney Asa Keyes, who will represent 
the prosecution. New will probably 
be arraigned in the Superior Court 
before Judge Crail Tuesday morning. 
He may enter a plea of guilty or not 
guilty at that time, or may have from 
two to five days to enter 
his piea.

For some time the man had been 
subject to fits of despondency, which 
during the last month had been 
more marked than usual. Mra. Burket, 
on the day of the tragedy, had gone 
to Los Angeles, leaving her husband 
alone at home. Early in the aft- 
ernoon a neighbor was alarmed by 
the incessant ringing of the Burket 
telephone bell and, knowing Mr. 
Burket's mental condition, investi- 
gated, finding him unconscious. He

Business Men of Rich Valley See Glow- 
Ing Prospects in First Test Well. 


Prospects of making Imperial Val- 
ley one of the leading oil fields in 
the West are being exploited today 
by an organimtion of 200 bankers 
and business men of Imperial county. 
Actual drilling has been under way 
two months, a test well has been 
Grilled, gas has been reached and 
progress is being made so rapidly 
that, within a few weeks, the com- 
pany expects to strike oil, thereby 
opening up a new district to this 
important industry. 

The organization is known as the 
Imperial Valley Oil and Developing 
Association and is limited to 200 
members, all residents of the val- 
ey. The company has acquired title 
to more than eight sections of pros-

veyed, platted and recorded and a 
complete geological report has been 
made by Dr. Starke, a well-known 
geologist.

LADY PAGET’S DEATH 
CALLS BRITISH EULOGY 


IA F. 
LONDON, June 15.—The death of 


Lady Paget, wife of Gen. Sir Arthur 
Paket, evoked eulogies of her in 


many British papers, which keenly/ 


regret the passing of the American 
woman who gladdened so many lives 
by her philanthropic work. 

For nearly forty years Lady Paget 
was a leader of London society. She 
made the organizing of entertain- 
ments for charitable purposes al- 
most the main business of her life, 
raising enormous sums. Her activ- 
ities along that line were continued 
throughout the war. 

Lady Paget was the daughter of 
Paran Stevens, an American hotel 
man. She, Lady Randolph Church- 
fll and the Duchess of Manchester, 
the Manchester Guardian recalls, 
“were a trio of American beauties 
who shook the exclusiveneas of Eng- 
lish society in the early seventies,”’ 
when they made their aristocratic 
marriages and established themselves 
as social leaders and friends of King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra. Lady 
Paget was then described as “a dark, 
brilliant young beauty with remark- 
able blue-black eyes.” 

Twenty. yerrs ago she was crippled 
by an accident in an elevator, but 
it made no difference to her social 
and charitable work. She had four 
children, a son who died during the 
war, two who were wounded, and 
a daughter, Lady Ralph Paget, who 
made a name for herself in hos- 
pital work for the Serbians.

AUTOMOBILE SHORTAGE. 


Business ie good throughout the 
entire West and the only trouble 
that any dealer has is the short- 
age of automobiles. “This is the 
hews brought to this city by Frank 
C. Riggs, western district manager 
of the Willys-Overland Company, 
who has made a circuit of the Coast 
States since the first of June. Riggs 
has made a trip throughout his ter- 
ritory on the Coast going first into 


the Northwest. He then came back 


and toured the California branches 
and is now here for a short time. 
“The demand for automobiles 
knows no limit, and dealers and 
distributors throughout the West are 
all besieging me with orders to ship 
them more cars,” says Riggs. 

The main reason for the shortage 
of automobiles throughout the na- 
tion is evidently the labor unrest at 
the manufacturing centers. This 
condition is so genera] that many of 
the largest plants are unable to pro- 
@uce to anywhere near their ca- 
pacities and conrequently there is 
A shortage of cars. 

“Then there is a decided shortage 
of skilled laborers, men who can 
handle intricate machines of pre- 


cision that require care and special- 


ized knowledge. There ie still «1 
large-sized American army in Ger- 
many and with this army are thou- 
sands of skilled mechanics, some as 
privates or nonco loned offi- 
cers, in the combat units and others 
plying their trades for Uncle Sam. 

“Then too there has been no im- sign 


a great many skilled workers. 

“The shortage of skilled men is a 
decided factor in keeping production 
down, and according to the men who 
know it will be a factor for some 
time to como. 

“When all is said and done labor 
controls the price and output of 
every single thing connected with 
the automobile, or any other prod- 
uct for that matter. 

“The automotive industry is ex- 
panding in spite of all these things 
and is rapidly assuming leadership. 
in the industries of the world. It

Hence Irciand is the only nation left that 
is discriminated against in the enforcement 
of a princibe that has cost millions of lives 
during the past four years.

unexplored. But Fortune favored us this 
year, and a delightful outing spent at the 


[ WAS with great anticipation that Nora 


Hulburd Ranch near Déscanso, Cal, resulted 


in the realization of our dream. 

Up to this last summer, the Laguna Moun- 
tains have been practically inaccessible to 
the average, vacationist, for the trip up and 
Teturn meant a four-day ride on horseback 
over many rough roads and up steep moun- 
tain trails. Consequently the beauty of 
these mountains could only be enjoyed by 


nature and the outof<ioors knew no ob- 


stacles. Now a splendid auto road makes 


the trip a comparatively easy one. 


The Laguna Mountain range rises abrupt- 
ly from the western side of the Colorado 
Desert to a height of over 6000 feet. 


Although on the desert slopes there is very 


little vegetation, except for here and there 
a few straggling pinon trees, and a scanty 
growth of desert shrubs, the top of the 
range, which is really a great plateau in- 
stead of a series of rugged peaks, is heavily 
timbered with Jeffrey pine, sugar pine, big 
cone spruce, Douglas fir, white and red fir 
cedar. The mountains take 
their name from the two beautiful lakes on 
the top, set like jewels in the heart of the 
verdant forest. 

The Laguna Mountains are a part of the 
Cleveland National Forest Reserve in South- 
ern California, set aside, not so much for 


their timber as to preserve the watersheds 


which supply San Diego county with water. 
Aside from the purpose of conservation, 
come one of the great playgrounds of South- 
ern California; for no lovelier spot is to be 
found south of the Tehachepi Pass. Already 
the forest service has made provision for 
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the leasing of three-quarter acre lots, which un 
may be rented at a very low rate annuallyr 

So it was in keen anticipation of a real 
treat that we anxiously waited for the day 
that was to take us to the “land of our 
heart’s desire.” |

P. UP, UP, we gradually climb until

For 
the next twenty minutes or half hour, we 
speed through the valley, getting all the 
time a splendid panoramic view of the auto 
road as it winds up the face of the moun- 


tain, hundreds of feet above the floor of the 
valley. A fine new bridge has recently been 
built across Pine Creek.

h is really an open cattle range. A 
mile or two from 

and we are actually beginning 
our ascent up the fourteen and a half mile 


The Laguna road, as it ts officially known, 


is truly an achievement in road building. 
It was built by the United States forest 
service during the fiscal year of 1918 at a 
cost of $40,943 and was opened for travel 
during May, 1918. Although originally only. 
eleven and a half feet wide, it is continually 
being widened and turnouts have been pro- 
vided for passing machines. Hewn out of 
the side of the mountain, reinforced and 


well graded, the road, in spite of its heavy 


grades and hairpin turns, is truly an excel 
lent highway. 


Higher and higher we climb. We can 
feel and hear the car pull and throb as it 
worms its way up the steep mountain road. 


Now we can look down into the valley below 


with its surrounding wall of mountains. 
Yes, and then as we rise higher and higher,

until it seoms we must be reaching the very 
roof of the world. 

Another hairpin turn and our driver tells 
us that the canyon, 1500 feet below, was 
named by him Calamity Gulch. And truly it 
was named in good western fashion;-for it 
was here in Calamity Gulch one time, that 
the pack train of nine horses, with which 
he and his party was trailing to the La- 
gunas, suddenly became frightened, broke 
away, and scattered down the canyon, leav- 
ing a trail of bacon, soap, flour, matches and 
what not in their wake. 

A half mile or so farther on, the roadj 
cuts into the mountains and follows up a 
canyon. The vegetation becomes thicker 
and trees begin to appear. A rustic bridge 
is crossed, and a short distance above this 
we see our first black oak tree. Above the 
6000-foot altitude, pine trees to ap- 
pear. The road here winds in and out 
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and seventy miles away are the gleaming 
waters of the Salton Sea. Lost in 
beauty ahd wonder of the scene, all sense 
of time seems to have disappeared. , 
Finally, to rest the eyes from the intense 
white gleam of the desert, we turn and fol- 
low south the long ranges of mountains, all 
green in their beautiful pine and_&r orests, 
until they are lost beyond the borders of 
Mexico. But it is the desert that holds the 
attention and draws us to her like a sor- 
ceress, alluring, bewitching, and it is easy 
to understand her lure, for even now she 
seems to be tugging at our heart strings. 
A fifteen minutes’ walk around the edge of 
the mountain ends at Pinon Point. The 
short trail leads down the steep, rocky, 
mountainside and out into a projecting 
ledge on which is growing a single pinon 
tree. The pinon is peculiar to the desert

Truly, the Lagunas are a vast 
park and meant for a great playground. 
Having reached the top of the range, the

But now it is time to return to the car. 
Another ride through the forest to thé 
opposite end of the mountain ends at the 
picturesque log cabin which our hosts of 
the Hulburd Ranch have built for the ac- 
commodation of their guests. Here we are 
to eat supper. All hands fall to, and in 
half an hour we sit down to a piping hot 
supper of steak, roasting ears, fried potatoes 
and plenty of homemade bread and fresh 
country butter. Needless to say, there is no 
lack of appetites after the day in the open. 


Supper over and all the dishes washed 
and put away, We again get into the ma- 
chine and drive to the foot of Monument 
Peak. The car is left under some pine trees 
and the party of seven strikes the trail to the 
top of the mountain, from where we hope tc 
see the sun set over the Pacific and full 


moon rise over the desert. The guide leads 


the way through the forest and up a well- 
built trail. Presently a clearing is reached, 
and a halt made for a few minutes’ rest.

Germs are not a cause, but an effect, of 
disease, as maggots are not a cause of rot- 
ting meat. Germs are scavengers. 


Nor is a disease a bogie, always lying in 
wait to “get you.” Disease is an effort of 
Nature to cast forth morbid matter from the 
system, and to restore normal conditions. 
These efforts should not be suppressed, but 
should be aided, by such natural methods 
as rest, sleep, warmth, fasting and water, 
internally and externally. “Medical science” 
ds to suppress the symptoms by 
drugs, and by fond that becomes a poison, in 
a stomach unable to utilize it. Or, perhaps, 
a surgical operation, that does not remove 
the cause, Suppression of symptoms is like 
sitting on the safety valve of a boiler. 
Then, in time, the acute disease becomes 
chronic, and the cause being continued, it 
breaks out in other forms, until there comes 
‘an unusually severe effort on the part of Na- 
ture to do the house cleaning, whereupon, 


the vitality of the patient having been low- 


ered by repeated outrages, he dies, “in 
spite of all that medical science could do.” 

When atmospheric conditions are un- 
favorable, many whose vital resistance is 
thus lowered, simultaneously fall sick, just 
as those with disordered . stomachs and 
livers get seasick, on a rough ocean. Then 
we have an “epidemic.”

Based on these statistics the 
fishing business should be a very 
lucrative one, But exactly the re- 
verse is the case. Instead of getting 
3 cents a pound for his fish, the fisher- 
man sometimes gets as low as three-quarters 
of a cent, and very often he is unable to dis- 
pose of more than half of his catch at this 
figure and is forced to self tons of parent 
good fish for fertilizer. 


A Fishing Outfit Means a 
Big Investment. 


hundred dollars will buy a fishing out- 
fit. We still carry pleasant, inexpensive 
boyhood memories of the old fishing pole 
and worm can. 

But let me give you a few statistics of the 

cost of a first-class Santa Barbara Channel 
fishing outfit. 
First of all there is the boat, a forty to 
forty-five-foot schooner, costing somewhere 
around $6000, with a powerful engine that 
runs into $4000 or more. 

As to nets. A 2000-foot tuna net coste 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $6000, A 
few of the items that go into this net are: 
One thousand pounds of lead for sinkers, 
$000 cork floats at 12%c apiece, 6000 fect of 
half-inch rope, 4000 fet of three-inch rope, 
300 feet of towline, seventy-five brass or 
galvanized iron rings at 75 cents apiece and 
about $20 worth of twine. 

That is not all. The net must be tarred 
fo give it as long life as possitle. Ten bar- 
reis of tar, six of vine tar and four of coal 
tar at $22 and $16 per barrels, respectively, 
go into this process. 

The labor cost of making the net is in the 
neighborhood of $5000! 

A sardine net is not so expensive, but 
even the smallest of these run well over 
$1000, 

By the foregoing you will see ‘that the 
initial expense of a first-class outfit .runs 
somewhat between $16,000 and $18,000 or 
about the same investment as a fair sized 
retail business on a busy city street, the 
owner of which certainly expects at least 
from $3000 to $4000 a year profit with his 
services as manager. 

When you come to take into consideration 
that the life of a $6000 tuna net is at the 
very best only two years and that sometimes 
half of the net is lost by becoming snagged 
early in the season, you will get some idea 
of the troubles of a Santa Barbara Channel

It is figured the following 
way. Twelve shares in all. Four shares for 
the boat and one share for each man. 


Every member of the boat pays about $30 
a month for board, the cook being no excep 
tion to this rule in spite of his control of 
the larder. 

As a fisherman rarely succeeds in accumu- 
lating enough money to finance a first-class 
outfit, the canneries make a business of fur- 
nishing additional capital at 7 per cent. in- 
terest to the man who has from $3000. to 
$4000 saved up and wishes to go into busi- 
ness for himself. Sometimes as much as 
$12,000 in equipment is advanced to the fish- 
erman, the canneries taking a mortgage for 
the deferred amount and of course have a 
marine insurance policy on the boat to pro- 
tect themselves. 

Sometimes the owner of such an outfit is 
paying 7 per cent. interest per year to his 
cannery on $10,000 to $12,000. It can readily 
be seen then that the fisherman’s couch is 
far from a bed of roses. Of course there is 
the chances of two or three good seasons, 
when the owner of the outfit may succeed in 
paying off his indebtedness and become in- 
dependent, but such cases are rare. 8 

The fishermen usually remain in debt for 
years, reducing their indebtedness a iittle 
from time to time, always hoping for the 
great season to come and put them out of 
debt. This hope springs ernal in his 
breast. Every one of them feels that this 
day will surely come. His one big chance! 
The road to independence; for your fisher- 
man is by nature a born gambler. He pits 
‘his experience and skill against the sea and

The Fisherman has the Quiet Strength 
of Spirit Bred by the Sea. 


HERE is something about the sea that 
make these men loath to forsake their 
ancient trade. It is more than mere affec- 
tion. The spirit of the wandering tides, the 
glowing sunsets, the misty dawns, the still 
nights with the myriad stars rocked in the 
cool cradle below, these things have bred in 
them a faith and tranquility of spirit that 
makes them patient in the face of the most 
discouraging reverses. 
I found out many astonishing things dur- 
ing a three days’ stay with these sons of 
the sea. 


us land dwellers to rate the men engaged in 
— fishing business as low in industrial 
caste. Nothing could be more erroneous. 
As a people these Pacific Coast fishermen 
are self-reliant, forceful, a bit primitive per- 
haps, but very, very conscious of the dignity 
ot their labor. They are quiet, unassuming, 
easily drawn-out and they love to discuss 
the virtues of their boats with a sym- 
pathetic listener. 

Approach him on his own ground and you 
will find the fisherman delightfully courte- 
ous, eager to impart information and par- 
ticularly eager that we land people, his cus- 
tomers, should know all about his hardships, 
his disappointments, in the hope that a fair 
price may be given him for his fish. All he 
asks is a square deal. He will go on con- 
tentedly living his simple“ ite upon his float- 
ing home, lord of all he surveys from stem 
to stern.

‘JUNE DROP AGAIN TAKES HEAVY | 
TOLL IN NAVEL ORANGE GROVES.

NTIL the first day of June, prospects 
for this year’s navel orange crop 
were counted at between 95 and 100 

cent. of normal in most parts of the 

State.

The June drop continues to be one of the 
most important problems facing the grower 
of navel oranges, even in the more favored 
coast counties, and there is no gainsaying 
the fact that at the present time it does 
constitute the most serious difficulty stand- 
ing between the interior valley navel orange 
grower and prosperity. For the June drop 
comes year after year with more or less 
regularity in those localities in the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento valleys suited to 
the growing of navel oranges. Here may 
be found areas of splendid soil, comparative- 
ly frost free, with an abundance of cheap 


water, few or no pests, and climatic condi-

FANCIERS’ EGG-LAYING CONTEST. 

The Poultry Club of Great Britain is 
about to inaugurate a laying contest to be 
composed exclusively of exhibition speci- 
mens. That is an experiment we should 
like to see tried out in this State. Will it 
not be possible to have our foremost 
breeders and fanciers to inaugurate such 
an enterprise? To be of service, it will 
not be sufficient that the contestants come 
from an exhibition strain, asa breder could 
easily enough select his best layers.

RABBIT RAISING POPULAR. 

BRYN MAWR.—With rabbits selling in 
the retail market for 40 cents a pound and 
bringing in the market 30 and 35 cents un- 
dressed, there has been a field opened up 
for the small scale farmer that will prove 
to be well worth while, it is believed. The 
Belgian hares that are raised for the mar- 
ket in Southern California are running the 
pound to pound-and-a-half broiler a close 
race for popularity. Several of the chicken 
growers of this section are taking on rabbits 
now and are finding that they pay well. In 
fact the raising of rabbits has become so 
much more popular-than it formerly was 
that the best biicks are bringing high prices. 
The main thing, according to those who 
have tested it out thoroughly, is to keep 
the hutches clean, and this is done easily 
if they are carefully built. Most of the 
farmers who are raising rabbits on a large 
scale are growing good sized patches of 
clover and alfalfa to provide a feed for the 
animals, as well as for their chickens. There 
is a strong demand for young rabbits almost 
all the year, two or three months in the. 
summer being the only time when the de- . 
mand drops to any appreciable degree.

Columbia as well as from nearly every 
State in the Union, and in most cases these 
were not limited in the amount they could 
pay, as was I, so I had to sit humbly by 
and see them knocked off to the other 
fellow, I was disappointed because a little 
community out in the desert near Barstow 
had wnanimously decided the Guernsey 
should be their breed of cattle and some of 
the animals I coveted would have laid the 
foundation for a community proposition 
which in years to come would have meant 
to them what Waukesha county, Wisconsin, 
now means to the Guernsey world. I un- 
derstand they are still to hang to their 
pet plan and expect later to try and carry 
it out. I had to drop the purchasing of in- 
dividuals of this breed, although I did pur- 
chase two well bred Guernsey heifers for 
Mr. Main of Riverside. 

The Holstein orders, which, by the ; 
were the most numerous, also had their 
reverses because of the competitive de 
mand. Prices within the last two months 
have advanced from $100 to $150 per head, 
and heifers that had sold for $250 had 
jumped up to $350 and $500 and were ex- 
tremely hard to find even at these prices 
when. I entered the market. One Mexican 
con had placed an order for $1,500,000 
worth of dairy cattle to be filled as soon 
as possible, and with these „ . I 
found it exeremely difficult to fill my or- 
ders. I was fortunate, however, in one in- 

, Stance where a prominent breeder who had 
considerable difficulty in securing milkers,

MAKING CONCRETE» 
| PIPE ON THE FARM. 


The use of machines for the making of 


concrete pipe for farm purposes ts becom- 
ing more general among farmers of the 
Southwest. Machines costing from $4000 
to $10,000 have been tested out by the Uni 
versity of Arizona and have been found to 
be successful and profitable where encugh 
pipe is to be made to justify the first 
cost. The making of cement concrete pipe. 
by hand in molds has been successfully 
done for many years for small jobs, and 
in localities distant from the railroad. 

Good cement pipe requires good ma- 
terials, cement, sand and small broken 
rock. It requires thorough mixing, expert 
handling and careful drying, protected from 
the sun and drying winds. Tamping alone 
does not produce the smooth exterior de- 
sired. The pipe should be washed inside 
with neat cement. Greater strength can 
be secured by increasing the thickness of 
the pipe wall and by using a wet consis- 


| tency of the mortar.

Ot the total acreage in 1919 there are 


about 142,000 acres in the Impertal Val- 
ley, with a condition indicating at the pres- 
ent time a probable production of 93,000 
bales. At Blythe, on the Colorado River, 
there has been an increase of about 5000 
acres over the cotton planted in 1918, with 
a most excellent condition indicating a pro- 
duction of about 18,000 bales. In 1918 about 
2500 acres of cotton were planted in the 
San Joaquin Valley, one-half of which was 
picked, producing nearly 500 bales. This 
year about 8000 acres were planted in the 
San Joaquin, of which over 5000 acres are 
in Fresno county. Quite a large percentage 
of this acreage was planted late and does 
not show a very good condition at this 
time. As cotton is a new crop in the San 
Joaquin Valley it is rather hard to estt- 
mate the probable production, as there is 
no data that would indicate what might be 
» Called a normal crop. From a recent in- 
spection of this acreage it does not seem 
possible that it can all be brought to ma- 
turity, and the production will very likely

_ALFALFA FARMERS TO 
GET GOOD PRICE. 


After perusing the late weather and crop 
reports of the Pacific Coast, alfalfa raisers 


of the Southwest feel that they will be 
much sought by the buyers this year. The 
most recent report states that rains are 
needed in almost every section of the coast 
to revive drying pastures, but rains, gen- 
erally speaking, would do more harm than 
good in California at this season. There is 
an acute shortage of irrigation water in 
the San Joaquin Valley, a condition which 
will cause a shrinkage in yields of many 
crops, including alfalfa, and in Utah the 
depletion of irrigation water has made nec- 
essary the abandonment of considerable 
spring wheat, the report states. 

Barley and oat harvesting is nearly com- 
pleted: barley is disappointing, oats good. 
The wheat harvest is well along, the crop 
being uneven. Mountain ranges of stock 
are in good condition, but bottom and foot- 
hill pastures are drying rapidly. third 
crop of alfalfa is being secured. Potato 
digging is general, the crop being fair to 
good. Corn, cotton, rice, sugar beets and 
grapes are making good progress. Beans 
need less sunshine’ and more moisture. 
Harvesting peaches, apricots and plums is 
general, the crop being excellent.

different as possible.from those occurring in 
California during the same period. The at- 
mospheric humidity is high and the tem- 
perature not excessivé, The atmospheric 
pull on the leaves for water is comparatively 
low. With our hardy temperate-zoned fruits, 
and even our desert shrubs, experiencing ab- 
normal water relations during periods of 
intense dry atmospheric conditions, what 
expected of citrus 
trees, so poorly adapted to withstanding a 
high atmospheric pull fer moisture? The 
wonder is that it was never thought of 
before. 

Citrus trees, on investigdtion, have been 
found to exercise absolutely no control over 
their water loss. Unable to control water 
loss during hot dry periods they are abso- 
lutely at the mercy of the elements, and 
react by shedding those parts of the least 
importance in the economy of the tree, the 
fruits. 

Since the drop is largely due to climatic 
conditions, obyiously measures of control 
must be largely in the nature of ameliora- 
ting climatic extremes which may occur 
during the critical period lasting between 
April and July 1. The most effective 
method of accomplishing this to date has 
been the use of a rank growing early sum 
mer cover crop which pets the ground 
in the orchard during thi period. Plant- 
ings at Bakersfield last year, where prop- 
erly managed, showed phenomenal results 
in increasing the crop matured. A 600-acre 
grove planted to a summer cover crop this 
season, recently inspected by the writer, 
showed rather satisfactory results. on the 
whole. 

Of all the cover crops used to date, Mel 
lotus alba, alfalfa, and buckwheat have

planted early enough and adequate water 
has been supplied and suitable varieties 
used, the summer cover crop for prevention 
of the June drop still holds out the greatest 
promise of successful control. 


Protection of the soil in any way from 
our intense summer heat has shown bene-. 


ficial results in preventing June drop. 
Mulching with almost any material was 
found to be a decided aid in 1917. 


Providing a plentiful supply of available 


nitrogen for the trees during the critical 
period has been shown to result in a decid 
edly better crop of fruit. 

A certain part of the shedding is due to 
a fungus Alternaria citri, which infects the 
young fruits through the cracks and imper- 
fections in the navel end. The amount of 
infection and consequent dropping. due to 
this fungus varies greatly from season to 
season. Some of the affected fruits persist 
to maturity and show up on packing as heart 
rot, or navel end rot fruits. These fruits, 
however, represent the few which are able 
to resist the attacks of the fungus and per- 
sist to maturity. The greater part of the 
affected fruits fall from the tree before 
reaching two inches in diameter. These 
fruits, if cut open, will exhibit a dark dis 
coloration under the navel end, which, if 
cultured, usually readily give the Alter- 
naria. 

On account of the nature of infection, oc- 
curing as it does in the navel end, and the 
universal presence of the fungus spores, 
this fungus being found practically every- 
where, there seems to be no hope of con- 
trolling the fungus drop by spraying. Co- 
operative spraying experiments have so far 
failed to show any results whatever. 

Apparently the best hope for the success- 
ful control of the June drop lies along the 
lines of the use of the summer cover crop 
or in the finding of heat resistant sports

The 
past five years has seen a development un- 
equalied probably in any other part of the 
United States. 

There are today in California probably 
fifty herds. of from 100 to 300 registered 


animals, together with great numbers of 
_ herds ranging from ten to 100 head each. 


The greatest increase in herds of regis- 
tered Holsteins at the present time is prob- 
ably in the southern part of the State. Sev- 
eral large herds have recently been estab- 
lished in the Imperial Valley and San Ber- 
nardino and Riverside counties, with ‘their 
great stretches of alfalfa land, are also add- 
ing a large number of Holsteins to their 
live-stock population.

to cancel his membership in the association, 
recover his notes, and be awarded $45 al- 
leged damages. Voorting also asks an in- 
junction to -prevent J. M. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Associated Dairymen, from nego 
tiating, assigning or transferring his, Voor- 
ting’s notes. Dist.-Atty. C. R. Simon is at- 
torney for Voorting. Mr. Simon declares 
that other dairymen will follow Voorting 
and file similar suits. 

Some strong language is used in the com- 
plaint. Voorting declares in this document 
that “Henderson, by reason of his control 
of the said Associated Dariymen of Cal 
fornia and of the various local milk * 
ducers’ associations organised by im 
throughout the State, is enabled to control 
in a large measure the banking and financial 
affairs of the dairymen and to otherwise con- 
trol the milk producers. 

More than 80 per cent. of the dairymen of 
Imperial Valley are members of the associ- 
ation, which was organized over a year ago, 
each member signing a contract to pay 
per cow owned, one-tenth of which was paid 
in cash, and notes given for the remainder. 
The association has two creameries in the 
valley, one at Holtville and one at Imperial, 
and plans to build a third. The $195,000 
plant of the California Central Creameries 
here is nearly idle for lack of cream. The 
Imperial Valley Milk Producers’ Associa- 
tion, of which J. H. Holland is the head, has 
not made answer, but will among other 
things allege that the fears of the plaintiff 
regarding his notes is unfounded and un- 
justified by the conduct and past history 
of the association.

BROAD TEXAS ACRES | 
CALL FOR TRACTORS. 


Believing that one tractor to every 30,9000 
acres of land in Texas is not enough, the 
Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce has 
started a campaign for the use of more trac 
tors, which will mean greater production in 
the Lone Star State. A census showed the 
chamber that there were only 4114 tractors 
in the State, or an average of one machine 
to every 102 farms, sixty-seven counties be- 
ing without a single tractor. In a manifesto 
the Fort Worth business men state that no 
other State in the Union is better adapted 
to tractor cultivation than Texas.

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HOW THE TRACTOR IS REPLACING 
30TH HORSE AND MAN POWER. 


BY ARTHUR . DAHL. 


HE tractor will help the farmer to solve 
his labor problems this year and the 
next. The war is over, but the duty of 
providing all the food we can remains the 
same, for foreign demands will be great for 
The tractor, the mod- 
ern farm hired hand, will fill the breach and 
— the American farmer produce banner 
crops whether a labor shortage exists or 
— . takes the place of both man and 


The sole object and purpose of a tractor 
is to supply power. The function of the 
horse on the farm is the same, but in propor- 
tion to its bulk a horse is a less effective 
power plant. Hay as fuel for making power 
cannot equal gasoline. A tractor no larger 
than a horse, and weighing but little more, 
will supply many times the power of that 
_ horse, and do it continuously hour after 
hour for days at a stretch, never getting 
tired or losing its pulling power. One man 
ean direct the operations of a tractor possess- 
ing the power of seventy horses as easily 
as he can drive a single team, and accord- 
ingly he can multiply by thirty-five the 
work which can be accomplished in a day 
through the use of the mechanical horse. 

The average operating unit on an Amert- 
can farm ig a two-horse team, capable of 
pulling but a single plow, and requiring the 
entire time and attention of a man to direct 
them. The average tractor unit used in 
farm work, has a rating of about twenty 
- Rorse power and is capable of pulling at one 
time two or three plows of wider dimensions 
than the moldboard plow used for teams. 
One man can — operate this outfit, 
which is capable of plowing an acre of land 
every hour, as against an average of an 
acre and a half a day for the animal team. 
The tractor owner, therefore, in doing the 
same work in a day that would take a team 
and man ten days to do, is getting the 
benefit of ten men's work a day at a cost 
of only one man’s wages. Disregarding en- 
tirely the superiority of the machine over 
horses from the standpoint of power the av- 
erage faymer who Operates a tractor is able 
te solve his labor problein, even if it is not 
possible to get hired laborers. The young 
son or daughter or wife can operate a trac- 
ag in emergency, once they get the hang of 


DEPENDABLE POWER, 


The tractor is coming to be to the farmer 
what the automobile or truck is to the busi- 
ness man. With it he can accomplish many 
times the amount of work formerly accom- 
plished, and do it with less expenditure of 
time and effort. He has a dependable 
source of power not affected by climatic 
conditions. If it is necesary to continue 
plowing through the day and night, or for 
several days in succession, the tractor will 
respond to full capacity, and hot, sunny 
days that would incapacitate horses have no 
effect upon the insensible machine. Mud 
that will mire animals, will not stop the 
tractor, for it is equipped with self-laying 
tracks or broad wheels that distribute the 
weight over a large surface. 

Farming is a seasonal vocation, with a 
specified time for doing certain things if 
best results are to be obtained. Often the 
best made plans of the farmer are interfered 
with by excessive rains, or prolonged 
droughts, or some other natural cause be- 
yond his control. Where he has allowed 
himself several weeks to do a particular job 
of plowing, he may find he must do it in as 


many days, and with horse power alone the 


task would be impossible. A horse can 
work for only a few hours without rest, and 
when the animals are idle, the men are idle 
too. With a tractor, the work could and 
would be continped until it was finished, 
whether the clock struck twelve noonday 
or midnight. Night farming is quite a com- 
mon practice throughout the country, and 
many farmers, in plowing their lands, run 
their machines continuously for days, chang- 
ing operators, and using lights for night 
plowing. Many manufacturers furnish light- 
ing systems to be used with their machines. 
which supply ample light to carry on opera- 
tions at night. At the National Tractor 
Show held recently at Salina, Kan., a Par- 
_ Yett tractor was operated continuously for 
four and a half days, and plowed seventy- 
_ Seven acres of gumbo soil, in spite of a 
” heavy rain that fell part of the time. 

The modern tractor is capable of doing 
practically all the various kinds of work per- 
formed by horses, and in addition it can do 
a lot of things not possible with animals. 
For instance, the motor of the tractor can 
be belted to many machines and supply 
power for sawing wood, grinding lime, 
pumping water, cutting silage or feed, and 
a dozen other things. To properly fill these 
los some sort of a power plant is required. 
The tractor. motor will run the silage cut- 
ter, hoist the crop to the top of the 


ne * * 


fence posts, or for grinding up limestore to 
eweeten soils. Possessing the ability to 
operate, at a fair rate of speed, over rough 
and uneven ground, the tractor can be used 
for hauling fertilizer or straw for spreading 
on the fields. 

41 GOOD PULLER. 


At certain stages of the year, as at har- 
vest time, a farmer often finds that it 16 
necessary to haul large quantities of sup- 
plies or crops to town, or a warehouse or to 
market, and here the ability of the tractor 
to pull heavy loads will save him many 
trips. The average twenty-horse-power ma- 
chine will pull a load of ten tons or more 
and in rural communities it is common to 


‘pee a tractor come chugging along the road 


pulling from four to six heavily loaded 
wagons. One man can operate the outfit, 
thus saving the time of man and beast in 
making several trips to haul the same quan- 
tity. 

So diverse are the uses of the farm trac- 
tor that it can be kept busy at all stages 
of the season. When the plowing is over, 
it can be used to cultivate the soil in the 
orchard, or on road scraping. When the 
crops are ready for harvesting, the tractor 
win pull the cutter and binder, and furnish 
power to operate the threshing machine. 
The power from a tractor motor is steady 
and sustained, and it is ideal for threshing, 
where fluctuations in power means the loss 
of grain. The use of this form of power also 
— an the great danger from fire, or 

dust explosions,so common when steam en- 


atmes are used and many owners of « — 
ing coutfite, whe move from one farm an 
doing custom work, rely upon tractors 
for ali their power, pulling their outfits from 
one job to another and using the -tractor 
motor to run the threshing machine. 


LIGHTENS LABOR. ; 

A tractor, in addition to supplanting or 
supplementing the work of horses, lightens 
the work of the farmer, because it enables 
him to get it done quicker and with less per- 
sonal physical effort than before. It is no 
easy task to drive a fractious team, guiding 
a plow along dusty furrows in a broiling 
sun, and keeping it up hour after nour. It fs 
not nearly as tiresome to sit on a tractor 
seat, under a canvas shade, and turn a,wheel 
that guides the machine along the proper 


course. A farmer can work for longer hours 
on a tractor without tiring than he could 
with animals, and during the same period he
